of mud and stone, and converte' 
them into excellent redoubts. A 
9 o'clock of the evening of the zgi. 
a Russian regiment made a, sud 
den onslaught on the Japanes 
trenches, and at the point of the 
bayonet the Japanese were forcec 
back to redoubt No. 2. 


The Russians were unable to 


proceed further than this redoubt 
because of -the fierce fire poured ir 
upon them by the Japanese.

cording to comment made by the 
Novikrai this redoubt had evident 
y been greatly strengthened dur- 
ing the previous night.

east flank the remainder of* the 
night was quiet.

Directors of the Oakland Board of 
Trade passed a resolution approv- 
ing a proposed boulevard along the

Haywards and presented the reso- 
lution to the Board of Supervisors, 
and 


"Whereas, since that date 
t'ie 


Board of Supervisors of Alame.la 
County have 
proceeded 
with a 


view to the establishment of said 
boulevard; have expended money 
in various ways therefor and have 
advertised for and received bids for 
the completion of said boulevard, 
the Oakland Board of 
Trade 


through its Board .of Directors in 
meeting assembled, September 2, 
finds no reason to change its reso- 
lution of approval passed June 5, 
1903, therefore be it,

J. M. ESTUDILLO. 


J. M. Estudillo, president of the 


Board of Trade of San Leendro, 
and member of the Alameda Coun- 
ty Association, arose a.nd stated 
that he wished to put the associa- 
tion right before the people of Al- 
ameda County relative to the al- 
leged opposition of the association 
to the proposed Scenic Boulevard. 
He said: 


"I wish to state right now that 


I am in favor of the road. There 
are others present here who were 
at the meeting which sent the let- 
ter of protest to the Board of Su- 
pervisors. I think that the letter 
was sent under a misconception." 


SECRETARY STEARNS. 


Edwin I,. Stearns, secretary of the 


local Board of Trade and also a mem- 
ber of the Merchants' Association, fur- 
ther repudiated the action of the as- 
Boolatlon. He said: 


"I was there at the meeting but took 


no part in the rote nor did I subscribe 
to the sentiments of the letter. 


"There was a map there which placed 


the~project in an unfavorable light. It 
was the map which caused the mem- 
•bers to think 
that the contemplated 


Improvement might be too expensive." 


Supervisor 
Rowp—May I ask who 


presented that mar? 


Stearns—Stuart McMuIlln. 
Supervisor Rowe—He has on various 


occasions shown an aptitude for mak- 
ing maps. 


Supervisor Mitchell—It seems to me 


that may be the fact that there were 
three Supervisors to be elected h:id 
something to do with the protest. (Ap- 
plause.) 


Dr. Talt admitted that the statement 


had been made at the meeting- of the 
Advancement Club that it took tour 
times as much money to run Alameja 
County 
as it did the State of Ver- 


mont. 


"My brother-in-law," 
replied Mit- 
chell," resided in Vermont for 21 years. 
The only improvement which was made 
during that time was a barn. Everyone 
in^town turned out to see it." 


HUGH HOGAN. 


Hugh Hogan was called on to make 


a few remarks. He heartily endorsed 
the proposition of building the rocd. 
He said: 


"It is a business road and in the 


matters of dollars and cents it should, 
recommend itself to the citizens of this 
community. 
It is also a scenic ro.id 


with an elevation high enough for any 
one. 
If I were goinf to build the ro.id 


out of my own pocket, I would take 
the present route.. If the road went 
higher up into the hills It would a-Id 
about fourteen miles to its length and 
would make It cost about $600,000. 


"I wish .to state that in my opinion I 


pay more taxes than any member of 
the association who is now opposing: it. 
I have never appeared before the Board 
of Equalization and asked for a re- 


duction of my assessment and I do not 
propose to. I think that those who are 
most bitterly opposed to the building- of 
the road are those who pay but $20 or 
$10 tuxes. 


"There was a time when I thought 


that I could attend to all the details of 
my business. 
I soon found out that 


I could not and was compelled to .have 
men that I could trust to do the work 
for me. I am willing to let the Super- 
visors build this road. I think we have 
an honest 
Board and one which will 


expend the money Judiciously. 


"Even If the road cost one-fourth 


more or If one-fourth was wasted, I 
wouM still be In favor of It. No city 
can frrow without good streets and no 
county can grow -without good roads." 
(Applause.) 


SECRETARY STEARNS.

Edwin Stearns, 
secretary 
of the 


Boarrt of Trade was then called on. He 
said: 


"I think that Chairman Mitchell hit 


the nail on the head when he told about 
one barn going up In Manchester. Ver- 
mont in 21 years. The people of that 
vicinity did not believe in Improve- 
ments and as a result the young men 
went to communities where there were 
improvements... If Alameda county and 
Oakland do not wish the people to 
move to where there are Improvements, 
the .'Scenio road and the bonds must 
carry." 


MERCHANTS' EXCHANGE. 


Tho following resolution adopted by 


the Merchants' Exchange was read by 
George W. Arper: 


"Ri'solved, That the Merchants' Ex- 


o.hanrre'is in favor of constructing an 
ordinary county road upon the site of 
the present survey 
of the so-called 


Foothill road between 
Oakland and 


Haywards, said road to be constructed 
in the same manner as other similar 
county roads are now constructed. 


"Resolved, That we are' not in favor 


of construction of a road on the present 
survey at a cost of $300,000 ielieving 
the same to be a location for a com- 
mercial road and not for a scenic road 
or boulevard.

PETER CROSBY. 


In addressing the Board, Attorney 


Peter Crosby declared that he be- 
lieved he favored the sentiments of a 
large number of people. He pointed 
out the fact that the largely signed 
petition asking for the Scenio Road 
was accompanied by extensive'1 
en- 


dorsements from the leading bodies of 
the county, it was through these peti- 
tions and endorsements, he said, that 
had called the Sup«rvlsors to take ac- 
tion. 


"Everything that has thus far been 


done 
toward building the road has 


been carried out in a legal manner," 
declared Crosby. "The -work has thus 
far been carried out according to the 
map of the County Surveyor that was 
filed with the petition. Now at 
the 


eleventh 
hour certain opponents to 


the proposed road came before you 
to enter objections 
on 
groundless 


theories. 


"That the road will be a scenic one/- 


went on Crosby, "is shown through the 
fact that at certain points along it a 
view of vast territory may IK obtained. 
The present road at many places is not 
wider than from 20 to 25 feet at the 
present time." 


The speaker pointed out the fact that 


while a large number of people use 
the e'.ectric road to reach the pleasant 
country 
spots near Hay ward many 


Wore are now using the automobile, 
auto-t-ycles and carriages. 


He said that the road i» not wide 


enough to accommodate the traffic upon 
It and was no%v in a condition to foster 
numerous accidents due to collisions. 


Waxing dramatic in his oratory, Attor- 


ney Crosby said: 


"Tho 
people of the congested portions 


of thn Eastern States are seeking im- 
prove.! places in California. If we are 
to receive the benefits of this exodus, 
we must do all we can to improve ou-r 
territory. 


"TJ-.e Supervisor who represents our 


distrl.-t has become known as the father 
of go-xl roads. 
While I do not wish to 


throw aspersions against his predeces- 
sors, I must say that I regret exceed- 
ingly that the course of our present Su- 
pervisor was not carried out before. He 
Is now replacing wooden culverts with 
concrete and placing solid rock where 
sand and gravel 
formerly existed." 


C. H. ST ILL WELL. 


C. H. Stillwell, manager of the Liver- 


more manganese mines, gave a talk on ! 
the value of roads, stating that the citi- .i 
zens of Salinas County had offered n 
bonus- of 120,000 for the company to con- 
struct, a road into Salinas. Mr. Stillwell 
said In his opinion the company which 
he represented would locate In Oakland, 
where its factories would be located.

John Gamble of Haywards presented 


the following communication, which was 
received and plac'ed on file: 


"I am unable to join my neighbor;! to- 


day before your honorable board, but I 
beg y-c-u will allow me 
a 
few 
writ- 


ten words on the matter they have in 
hand—the proposed foot-hill road. 


"First, as to its cost.- The assessment 


of the county road is perhaps $125,000,000. 
Upon t:iat sum $300,000 would be 24 cents 
on the $100, and a holding assessed at 
S1000 .would have to pay only $2.40. This j 
is no large sum for a great public Im- 
provement. 


"It Is not said that the cost, in this case 


is excessive. Besides, the money will at 
once go into circulation for tools, food, 
clothing and poor men's homes, giving a 
new impulse to business throughout the 
county. Then there will be the new road 
as a permanent asset .of the county, worth 
far more than it cost, drawing fresh busi- 
ness to Oakland; bringing within easier 
reach of tow the fair valleys that lie 
hidden among the hills, and so adding to 
their value. 


"Thus the road will benefit alike the 


town and country, building up the one by 
developing the other. For be It never for- 
gotten that the chief agency in the de- 
velopment of a community is its roads. 
No roads, no growth. The Roman civi- 
lized Kurope mainly by building roads 
through it. 
Caesar led his legions into 


Gaul expressly to open to commerce the 
roads throughout the Alps. Many of the 
great Roman ways are good today. I 
have often walked on one leading from 
London to York. It Is not so excellent a 
road a;: the one you have leading from 
Oakland to Nlles, yet it has served and 
blessed sixty 
generations and 
outlived 


the power and grandeur of Rome herself. 
Can further proof be needed of the'en- 
durlng value of a good road? Build the 
foot-hill road that will do you service 
forever. 


"It may be said that the benefits of this 


road are local ar.d do not help all parts 
alike. The same is true of every public 
Improvement. The university and schools 
are not within' equal reach of us all. 
Even the laws themselves favor some 
more than others. Yet this road will be 
of very genera] service to tho county. To 
say nothing of the districts on its im- 
mediate route, it strikes the conveyance 
of most of the valleys in' the county— 
Castro, Redwood, Cull, 
Crowe, 
Dubin, 


Palomarcs and all 
other adjacent hill 


country. 
Indeed, it would be hard to 


designate a road so largely serviceable as 
this will be. 
Other places, like Nlles 


and Livermore, shall have their turn in 
due time. Everything cannot be done at 
onca, and when they need-roads we will 
not oppose."

The Lesson of Vermont. 


Democrats will get no comfort from studying the returns from 


the Vermont election. While the total vote has decreased somewhat 
from the September election of four years ago, the Republican mar 
jority is fully as large and perhaps slightly larger. Four years ago 
New York, Connecticut and New Jersey all gave sweeping majorities 
for the Republican electoral ticket. 


The vote in Vermont is generally taken as a gauge to the trend 


of popular sentiment, particularly in New England and the cotij 
tiguous States. There is never any doubt of the result in Vermont,; 
but the size of the Republican majority has a distinct meaning to the 
soothsayers of politics and the wise men who cast Presidential horo- 
scopes. Vermont has always been opposed to the Democratic party. 
It has invariably cast its lot with \\ hatever party" that stood opposed to 
the Democrats. 
Even in 1820, \vhen Monroe had no opposition, a 


Vermont elector cast his ballot against him on the ground that he did 
not believe any President should be elected unanimously. 


The incident is characteristic of the attitude of Vermont toward 


the Democracy 
It has been everything but Democratic, and at the 


•ame time the people of Vermont are, perhaps, the most democratic 
in the United States. 
They early turned against the Democratic 


party because the chiefs of that party—Jefferson, Madison, Monroe, 
Jackson, Calhoun, et al.—were aristocrats and slave owners. 
The 


Vermonters had carved a State for themselves out of the mountains 
by resisting the pretensions of New York, New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts, and with them the Declaration of Independence had 
only one reading and an universal application. 


It was Slade of Vermont who, in 1817, began the irrepressible 


conflict, which ended at Appomattox in 1865, by a resolution in Con- 
gress attacking slavery 
From that time until the present Vermont 


has voted opposite to the South on both men and measures 
The em- 


phasis with which it does so alone has significance however. 
The 


emphatic majority of yesterday spells overwhelming defeat for Park- 
er. If the Democrats carry a single State in the Northeastern group 
Vermont will have ceased to be a political barometer. 


Age Will Demand Its Penalties. 
| 


One man fell dead in the Knights Te'mplar parade yesterday, 


and several others dropped out completely exhausted. At the close 
dozens of men of advanced years were almost fainting from exhaus- 
tion, fatigue and the unusual heat. Despite the ample preparations 
for relief in case of accident or sudden indisposition, there was con- 
siderable suffering, nearly all of it wholly unnecessary. 
Men who 


are old and far from strong should be discouraged from participating 
in such fatiguing marches as the one witnessed in San Francisco 
Each year that the Grand Army of the Republic meets tragedies occur 
as a consequence of the exhausting march, the excitement and over- 
exertion in the sun. The recent encampments in Boston and Phil- 
adelphia were notable for the number of deaths among the paraders 
Every death of this kind is pathetic in its uselessness 
They are 


wasted tributes that enthusiasm pays to ideas and associations. 


The 5tate Fair Failure. 


Again the State Fair has ended with a balance on the wrong side 


of the ledger. Some of the racing purses are still unpaid and a num- 
ber of unliquidated bills are outstanding. The result might have been 
foreseen. 
For many years the tajr has been falling into disrepute 


because of its subordination to the operations of a gambling ring, and 
its exhibits have not kept pace with the progress of the State 
This 


year the stock exhibit was poor. Dissatisfaction with the award of 
premiums at previous fairs kept some of the best exhibitors away. 
There was also a falling away in the race-track attendance due to lack 
of confidence in the management 
Each squeeze has left less juice 


in the orange, and the State Fair has been squeezed so often and so 
hard that it is now hardly worth rqueezing. If it is to be again made 
popular and prosperous it must be lifted out of the rut into which it has 
fallen and new methods adopted. 
Even then it will be a difficult 


proposition, for there is a distinct reaction against fairs in general. 
The country has had a surfeit of them, and there is a growing belief 
that they cost more than they come to. Nevertheless they are great 
educators, and give a stimulus to thought and enterprise that can 
hardly be imparted in any other way. It would be a distinct loss to the 
State if the fair should be abolisht d. If kept true to its mission it will 
serve an important purpose in the State's development. 
But the 


task of restoring the fair to its former usefulness and setting it on 
its feet financially will be a difficult one. 


The statement of the St. Petersburg War Office that the battle of 


Liao Yang was "only a rear-gua.nl action" has in it a fine element of 
humor. It is of a piece with the statement from the same veracious 
authority that the field really selected by Kuropatkin as the place 
for giving general battle to Ojama was north of the Taitse River. 
Right on the heels of this announcement came the news that Kuropat 
kin was hastily retreating to save his whole army from being cut 
off. 
Any one who studies the dispatches from St. Petersburg must 


be convinced that the Imperial War Office invents some excuse for 
every defeat and gives some ridiculous reason for every retreat. But 
while the Russians are retreating and explaining, the Japanese are 
advancing and keeping silent. 


The Anti-vaccinationists Again. 


The anti-vaccinationi^ts of Berkeley have challenged certain well 


known advocates of vaccination to a joint debate, but the point they | 
wish to debate is a legal and ethical one and not the primary one of 
the efficacy of vaccination. The question they propose to debate is, 
"Resolved, That the compulsory vaccination law is unjust and should 
fee repealed." 
This simph raises a question of opinion. It does not 


Jouch the point really in issue. A great many people would oppose 
.The vaccination law even though they were convinced of the efficacy 


of vaccination. In reality we hive no compulsory vaccination law. 
We do have a law which excludes children from the public schools 
unless they can show a certificate of vaccination 
If people do not 


want their children viccinated they are not compelled to submit them 
to the operation. 
Anti-vaccuuitiomsts begin with an incomplete 


premise and dispute the efficacy of vaccination, but in discussing the 
proposition they desire to shift the argument from demonstration and 
medical testimony to a wrangle over ethics and the policy of the law. 
It is the old story of the crooked sticks in the pile reproaching the 
Others for not lying straight.

public schools this yea:-. Dr. Henry M. 
Pond of the Trustees has placed himsoir 
on record as believing that the T!o;il-u 
of Education is asking too rnuch of the 
taxpayers and that there are too many 
salaries being paid. 
In explaining his 


attitude Dr. Pond said: 
"I will take second place to no one In 
loyal support of our public schools, but 
1 am convinced from investigations that 
I have made that a great saving could 
be mode In the School Department and 
that without injury' to our educational 
institutions. 
This year the Board of 
Education asks for $14,000 more than last 
year and the school census report shows 
that there are but three more children 
enrolled. I flo not think our teachers are 
being paid too much, but I do believe too 
many .salaries tire pale!. 
"In Alameda I tir.d that the average 
number of pupils taught by one teacher 
Is 32, while in San Francisco the class 
runs from 50 to 00 to the instructor. I 
consider that 45 pupils can be well han- 
dled by one teacher."

The meeting of the Piedmont Im- | 
rovement Club held last night In Oak 


Chapel, Linda 
avenue,

o'clock by President'M. M. Barnett. 


While the attendance was not as 


arge as had been hoped for, owing to 
he celebration In San Francisco, there 
A-as nevertheless a fair representation 
of the members and others. A number 
of prominent speakers were present, 


ontf .whom were Professor P. M. 
Fisher, principal of the Polytechnic 
Hiffh School, Judge E. M. Gibson, and 
Supervisor H. D. Rcwe. 
The addresses were interspersed by 
musical selections rendered by Ler- 
cher's orchestra. 
Chairman Barnett opened the meet- 
ng with a few remarks relative to the 
subjects to be discussed. 
He then introduced Professor Fish- 


er, who spoke in part as follows: 


PROFESSOR P. M. FISHER. 


"You, 
th« people of Piedmont, have 
an immediate interest 
in this bond 


question. You have-shown your public 
spirit" before In the school bond elec- 
tion, for out of the 150 votes polled by 
this district only two were in the neg- 
ative, and we have reason to count- on 
you In the coming bond election. You 
are all aware of the much needed im- 
provements In this section, particularly 
in 
the 
neighborhood of the creek 
and Linda Vista avenue. This should 
be transformed into a wide boulevard, 
where walking would be a pleasure In- 
stead of the reverse. The school bond 
election which you so loyally supported 
brought no particular benefits to your 
section of the city, therefore in return 
you are to be given 
your" own.

"The way to get the people together 


Is to show them that they have mutual 
Interests, An examination of the map 
of the city shows that West Oakland is

which it would not per'.iaps recover in 
our time. To vote for the bonds will 
give the city a' ne\\- Impetus which 
will greatly 
increas*' its prosperity. 


Thus far I have only met two voters 
who are opposed 
to the bond issue. 
There is no city in the world that pos- 
sesses the natural advantages of Oak- 
land, especially In the way of harbor 
facilities." 


Judge Gibson then drew comparisons 


between the • condition of the city of 
Washington thirty years ago and to- 
day, and told of how through the ef- 
forts of such men us Shepard it had 
been made th& most beautiful city in 
America. He spoke of the beauties of 
Denver and incidentally remarked that 
I 


Its citizens paid a larger per capita | 
school tax than any other city In the 
world. 
Judge Gibsnn then went on 


to say that fifteen years ago he had 
talked the boulevard matter over with 
friends and at that time thought that 
it 
would 
never be realized but thrit 


he now felt that there would be little 
opposition to the bonds. 


In regard to the City Hall, the Judge 
spoke as follows: "You know what a 
disgrace our City Hall is to the city, 
and you are aware how loath we are 
to show it to visitors. The bond propo- 
sition provides for ;i much larger lot 
for the building- an.l for further Im- 
provements." 


Judge Gibson favored the idea of 


consolidation. He then went on to tell 
of how some one, in a conversation 
with him, had signified an intention of 
voting against the boulevard and park 
proposition, because he believed, they 
would be of no particular benefit to 
anyone save the richer classes. "I an- 
swered him," said 'Judge Gibson, "as 
follows: The rk:h man can spend his 
vacations In other countries enjoying- 
the attractions there, but the park at 
home Is something that can be enjoyed 
by the rich and poor alike., 


"I earnestly advocate every measure 
presented, by this bond proposition. If 
the bonds are carried, the taxes will 
amount to but two dollars more per 
$1000 than at the present time, and the 
average laborer spends more than that 
in visiting- Golden Gate Park and other 
attractions in San 
Francisco 
every 
year." 
! 


Judge Gibson concluded his .remarks 
by referring to the. great need of im- 
provement in the region of Sixteenth 
street depot, finally urging every voter 
to do all In his power to carry the 


jbond issuo as a whole. 


Supervisor H. D. Rowe wjis noxc 


called upon, and tpoke in part as 
follows: 


SUPERVISOR ROWE. 


"During the term in which I _was a 


member of the City Council. I labored 
Incessantly for the improvement of the 
city, and I am doing so still. I believe 
that the people are thoroughly Awak- 
ened from their period of lethargy, und 
will now bring about many needed im- 
provements. 


"1 think that the boulevard would be 
a great advantage to this part of the 
city, and the people may rest assured 
that the Supervisors will continue it 
right around by way of the Foothill 
Road. We have one of the most beau- 
tiful locations for a city In the world, 
and \ve must beautify H and mako It 
what it should be."

remarks on the part of Rev. Miles B. 
Fisher, who or. behalf of the Piedmont 
Improvement Club, assured the city of 
their strongest support in the coming 
election.
